tion. 
Following his 
being placed in the 
city jail, the officers began an inves­ 
tigation and learned 
that the negro 
had had an argument with 
Mr. Mc- 
l*achlan on the night previous to the 
shooting.

pfiarge of tile construction. 
It will 


run near to 
the 
present 
Hannibal 
bridge and will take the place of that j 
structure. 
’ Between 2<’0 and 300 men will be Ji 
employed the greater pari of the win­ 
ter in the construction of the bridge,” 
Mr. Merriam said today. “The bridge 
will he a double deck track structure. 
It will cost $1,500,000, according to 
present estimates. 
In the middle will 
be a draw-span -156 feet long to per­ 
mit the passage 
of 
steamers. 
The 
upper deck will be used for wagon 
traffic and the 
lower 
for 
railroad 
tracks. 
“The southern end of the bridge will | 
rest approximately where the South­ 
ern end of the Hannibal bridge now; 
is. 
The n^w structure, however, will II 
bear to the west of the present bridge 
until the north end of it is 250 feet 
from the north end of 'fie structure 
now in use.” 
The present Hannibal bridge was 
the first bridge across the Missouri 
river. 
It was 
designed 
by 
O ctave 
Chanute, a celebrated engineer, and 
opened to the public July 
4, 
1869. 
That was one of the greatest days 
Kansas City ever experienced, and at 
j tra d e d attention even in 
the 
east 
• The whole state was aroused and as 
many .as could attended the celebra-! 
tion. 
It w'as not known as the Han- j 
tribal bridge in those days. 
The peo 
pie just called it The Bridge, and ; 
that was enough, because the bridge : 
m eant only one tiring. Business and j 
railroad men say that the Hannibal 
bridge made Kansas City. 
A 120-page book with thirty illus­ 
trations, written by Octave ( hanute, 
the designer, was published at the 
time. 
In this book are tables show­ 
ing that the cost of this bridge, built 
as it was of wooden beams and iron i 
rods, was 
$1,093,177.58. 
Later, 
of j 
course, the wooden beams w'ere taken 
out and the. steel now in the bridge 
substituted. 
Experts today say the I 
bridge could have been built at a . 
much smaller cost, tqday, increase in j 
. he cost of materials notwithstanding, j 
because the modern appliances and j 
methods are so far advanced of those j 
used a t that time. 
But at that tinmi 
lite bridge was considered one of th** J 
big engineering feats of the country.

in numerous 
cases the next 
heir 
is now in the 
trenches. Several notable 
titles will 
become extinct as the result of the 
death of the sole legal heir. 
. 
'Ihe changes wrought in the peer- 
I age by the death roll call into prom- 
j inence the complications and anomo- 
lies of the law of succession, and it 
is possible 
that 
legislative 
action 
may be taken to straighten out some 
of the kinks which would wipe out 
titles long cherished as national me­ 
morials, or which would cadse them 
to pass to 
some 
obscure 
relative 
without the shadow* of a claim to en­ 
noblement. 
As the law* stands , succession is 
limited to direct 
male descendants, 
who may he as far removed from the 
last holder of a title as the grandson 
of a paternal uncle. Daughters have 
no claim whatever, except by special 
act of the king, as 
in 
the case of 
Lord Roberts.
